There runs through 
the whole a mutual dependence of all the parts on 
each other, that their various wants may be ſup- 
plied, their neceſſities aſſiſted, their weakneſſes ſup- 
ported by the united induſtry and ſtrength of the 
community.

Turs provident and judicious Charity thus not 
only relieves the preſent, but provides againſt fu- 
ture want; it at once removes the neceſſities of 
poor and deſtitute children, and guards effectually 
againſt the return of thoſe neceſſities; for by gra- 
dually infuſing a temper of activity and application 
to buſineſs, it ſecures them againſt that ſlumber of 
indolence which would deaden their faculties, and 
unqualify them for uſeful labour; by teaching 
them the practical knowledge of Huſbandry, Gar- 
dening, Manufactures, and other inferior arts, it 
opens the faireſt proſpect to them of an abundant 
ſupply with all the neceſſaries and comforts of life. 
For it ſufficiently appears from the example of 
thoſe few, who come from that country to aſſiſt 

us 
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us at the time of harveſt, both how much they 
can do, and how little they want. What length 


and perſeverance in labour they can endure, as 


well as what hardineſs and parſimony in living 
they can ſubmit to. 


AND if by the wiſdom and piety of this Inſtitu- 
tion a ſpirit of induſtry ſhould be rouſed up in the 
riſing generation, what a variety of benefits would 


redound to our Siſter Country, and what an ad- 


vantageous change would be made in its appear- 
ance | What marks of plenty would be ſoon dif- 
fuſed over it, by the improvement of Manufactures, 
by the increaſe of Shipping, by the extention of 
Commerce ! What freſh ornaments would it re- 
ceive by the erection of new Buildings, by the 
growth of numerous Plantations, by the more ge- 
neral Cultivation of its naturally fertile Lands | 
What ſolid .advantages would 1t derive from the 
labour of many thouſands of additional hands, 
who ſhould be employed in works of Drainage, 
Manuring, Incloſure, and other methods of im- 


proving and fertilizing ground, which the ſtudy 


and experience of later ages have brought into 
practice 


Tr1s benevolent deſign has already met with 
great ſucceſs and encouragement; the number of 
Children brought up at the ſeveral Schools and 
apprenticed out at their charge, is now very con- 


ſiderable; 
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iderable.; and laſt year, as it much exceeded the 
uſual complement, ſo it greatly increaſed the ex- 
pence of ſupporting chem (/); but yet the progreſs 
it has made may not have been ſuch, as hearty 
friends to the Proteſtant faith could with. Many 
cauſes may conſpire to retard it, ſome more ob- 
vious, others more hidden, and known only to 
ſuch as are acquainted with the interior ſtate of 
that country. The Popiſh Teachers, and - thoſe 
who act under their direction, will doubtleſs beſtir 
themſelves with all aſſiduity to oppoſe the advance- 
ment of a ſcheme, that ſtrikes at the root of thoſe 
uſurpations, on which they have raiſed their power 
and greatneſs. It can hardly be ſuppoſed, that a 
Society, known for the addreſs and dexterity of 
their management, could be wanting to themſelves 
on ſuch an intereſting occaſion; and probably all 
expedients of terror or artifice, execrations that 
might alarm their fears, or encouragements that 
might ſooth their hopes, have been tried on the 
parents not to truſt the education of their children 
in ſuch hands. But the more artful or violent this 
oppoſition may have been, the more it ſhould ſa- 
tisfy us about the expediency of this deſign; the 
more 

(f) 2075 Children are now taught in the Charter- Schools, 
and 3050 have already been apprenticed.

more it ſhould quicken our zeal and animate our 
endeavours to forward its progreſs by every me- 
thod, which Charity will inſpire, which Prudence 
can dictate, and a due regard to the nature of our 
religious profeſſion will warrant. 


THr1s Inſtitution muſt from its nature be flow 
and gradual in the effects it may produce ; they 
may not ſufficiently appear from a trial of thirty 
years; but when numbers of children, tramed up 
under its care, become uſeful Servants, Hufband- 
men, Artificers, and Maſters of families, then its 
operation and conſequences will be more evident: 
However as its views are uſeful, and its appear- 
ances promiſing, and its foundation folid, we truſt 
it may and will at length be attended with exten- 
five and laſting advantages. 


LET not, however, the ſlowneſs of its progreſs; 
to whatever cauſe it may be owing, be juſtly 
aſcribed to our lukewarmneſs in religious matters. 
Let it not be ſaid with reaſon, for it never can be 


ſaid without great hurt to our cauſe and diſcredit: 
to ourſelves, that we want that warmth in an affair 


of. ſuch real concern to us, which animated the 
breaſts and inſpirited the conduct of our forefa- 
thers; let us not grudge a little of our time or. 
pains or money in a point, for which they were 
willing to riſk every thing that was dear or va- 
Inable, to hazard their eſtates, or ſacrifice their 

| lives; 
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lives; let us not act in a manner, ſo unbecoming 
our profeſſion and character, as to ſhew leſs ear- 
neſtneſs for the advancement of a pure Religion, 
than others do for the ſupport or progreſs of a 
corrupt one. 


ARE we indeed ſerious in the profeſſion of our 
holy faith, do we duly eſteem the enjoyment of our 
Chriſtian liberty as Proteſtants, do we juſtly value 
the free exerciſe of our religious worſhip, and ſhall 
we not uſe every proper means of procuring theſe 
invaluable privileges for our Brethren ? Have we 
been recovered from the dangerous errors of Popery 
and reſcued from the bondage of Superſtition, and 
can we better expreſs our benevolence to others, 
than by endeavouring to relieve them from this 
darkneſs or releaſe them-from theſe fetters ? Have 
we a free acceſs to the Scriptures, the unerring rule 
of our faith, and the treaſury of all ſpiritual know- 
ledge, and ſhall we not be ſolicitous to extend the 
benefit of this light to ſuch, as have been deprived 
by the tyranny of Rome of this ineſtimable bleſſing? 


Nor only a regard to the credit of our Religion, 
but to the civil advantages and ſecurity of our 
Country, ſhould diſpoſe us to carry on, by every 
Proper way, the laudable ends of this Inſtitution. 
The proſperity and intereſts of Ireland are more 
immediately concerned, but the welfare of Great 
Britain 18 far from being unconcerned in the ſuc- 
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ceſs of this meaſure. It would be ſtrange, if the 


former ſhould not in a particular manner be atten- 
tive to an event of ſuch conſequence to themſelves, 
and it is hoped we ſhall conſider it in a light, 
wherein indeed it has hitherto been conſidered, as 
a matter nearly connected with the peace, the be- 
nefit, and the well-being of this kingdom. 


IT is now clearly ſeen and acknowledged, that 
the real ſtrength and riches and ſtability of a king- 


dom depend chiefly on the induſtry of its inhabi- 
tants. When this active ſpirit ſpreads through all 


ranks, when the inferior part executes with ſkill 


and aſſiduity the taſk of labour aſſigned to them 
in the general diſtribution of employments ; when 
every one is diligent to act uſefully in his ſtation, 
to improve the talent committed to. his truſt, and 
to diſcharge properly the buſineſs of his calling, 
then. the ends of the community are beſt anſwered, 
and its well-being moſt effectually ſecured. 


TrouGHn much has been done, yet ſomething 
ſtill remains to be done in the moſt improved parts. 
of Ireland, while in others little or no improve- 
ments have hitherto been made. The labours of 
the Loom indeed have been greatly attended to, 
and proved a fruitful ſource of wealth to that 
country; but they may yet be extended, and car- 
ried to greater degrees of perfection. And whar 
quick advances would be made in the various arts 
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of cultivation, known and practiſed in — parts 
of: if the:general attention of the people 
could be turned: to labour, and all hands be 
brought to unite in the common ſervice. 


Tut uſefulneſs of Labour and: the expediency 
of this Inſtitutiom can hardly. be placed in a ſtronger 
light, than by obſerving the ſtriking diſparity 
whach , appears an different parts . oi the ſame Coun- 
try. Theclands occupied hy. Proteſtants are in ge- 
neral well penpled, and cultivated to advantage; 
thoſe tenanted by Papiſts lie in a great degree waſte 
and neglected: The fruits of induſtry: among the 
former are ſeen in that plenty which enlivens, in 
that health which invigorates, in that ſpirit which 
animates the natives; they are plainly ſet: to view 
in thoſe improvements which at once beautify and 
enrich the face of nature; the effects of:indolence 
among the latter are written · in melancholy cha- 
racters, are too viſible in the languid and disſpirited 
looks of the people, are exhibited in the moſt pi- 
tiable and affecting ſcenes of nakedneſs and hunger, 


filth and beggary! 


Lr us then, my. Brethren; animated by the 
nobleft! motives, incited by every conſideration, 
which zeal for our holy faitli can dictate, or a 
prndential regard to our common intereſts ſuggeſt; 
let tus proceed chearfully in carrying on, by every 


proper — hit the/ great and uſeſul 
ends 
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ends of this Society; that by inſtructing the poor 


children of our Jriſb fellow-ſubjects in the rudi- 
ments of religious knowledge, they may be more 
ſtrongly influenced by the proſpect, as well as bet-

For Erecting and Promoting Engliſh Proteſtant Schools 
EORGE the Second, by the Grace of Gop, of Great 
Britain, France and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, 


in IRELAND. 
G &c.—To all Perſons to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come 
Foraſmuch as we have received Information by the Petition of the 
Lord Primate, Lord Chancellor, Archbiſhops, Noblemen, Biſhops, 
Judges, Gentry, and Clergy of our Kingdom of Ireland, That in 
many Parts of the ſaid Kingdom there are great Tracts of Land 
almoſt intirely inhabited by Papiſts, who are kept by their Clergy 
in great Ignorance of the true Religion, and bred up in great Diſ- 
affection to the Government: That the erecting of Englith Pro- 
teſtant Schools in thoſe Places, is abſolutely neceſſary for their Con- 
verſion; that the Engliſh Pariſh Schools already eſtabliſhed are not 


ſufficient for that Purpoſe ; nor can the Reſidence of the Parochial 
Clergy only, fully anſwer that End.

To the Intent therefore that the Children of the Popiſh, and 
other, poor Natives of the ſaid Kin Lyobe inſtteucted in che 
bow Tongue, and the Principles of true Religion and Loyalty, 
and that ſo good a Deſign may the more effectùally be carried on;

and provided with all things neceſſary for the Inſtruction of the

7 Fe Original Deſign of this Society is well known to have 
deen principally formed by the late Right Reverend Dr Henry 


Maule, Lord Biſhop of Dromore, afterwards of Meath ; which. 


being highly approved and encouraged by the then Lords Juſtices, 
and a great Number of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, of the 


Commons, the Clergy and principal Gentlemen of the Kingdom, 


His. late Majeſty, upon their humble Petition; was graciouſly 
pleaſed in 1733, through the favourable Interpoſition of His late 
Grace the Duke of Dorſet, then Lord Lieutenant, to grant His 
Royal Charter of Incorporattion for the Erecting and Supporting 
of Schools, wherein. the Children of. Papiſts and other = 
Natives might be inſtructed in the. Engliſb Tongue and the Prin- 
ciples of true Religion and Loyalty, and trained up to the Prac- 
tice of Induſtry and Labour. 


In Purſuance of which, Charter Schools have from Time to 
Time been erected by the Society in ſeveral Parts of the Kingdom, 
under the immediate Direction of Local Committees of the prin- 
cipal Gentlemen and Clergy in the Neighbourhood of each, who 
inſpect and examine into the Inſtruction and Employment of the 
Children, their Food. and State. of Health; the. Sufficiency and: 


Diligence. of the Maſters and Miſtreſſes, and all other Particulars. 


relative to the Qeconomy and Management of the School, and 


report the ſame to the Society; beſides which, the Schools are 


frequently viſited and inſpected by the ſeveral Members of the 
Society as they have Opportunity. 
The 
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The Society have the Satisfaction to obſerve, that their Scheme 
of dividing the Childrens Time between the Learning neceſſary 
for their future State of Life, and ſuch gentle Work as is ſuited 
to their preſent tender Age, hath been ſucceſsfully adopted by 
many Charity-Schools in Dublin and other Places; whereby the 
Benefit of the Inſtitution hath probably been extended far beyond 
the Expectation of thoſe who at firſt moſt warmly promoted it.
